The House 
version, which stalled after 


Corning To Ballot On 
Mobile Home Pork

The Corning City Council 


Monday evening unanimously 
voted to let Corning residents 
decide by referendum vote if a 
mobile home park should be 
built in the city limits and ap- 
proved a 1970-71 budget for 
$367,583. 


The referendum 
became 


necessary when the council was 
presented a petition signed by 
more than ten percent of the 
town's registered voters ob- 
jecting to an earlier council 
decision to rezone a parcel of 
land in the city to allow a mobile 
home park to be built by 
councilman M.G. Emery and 
Jim Davies. 


That decision met strong 


opposition from Frank T. 
Lucero, a Corning resident and 
Red Bluff elementary school 
teacher, who charged the park 
would not be taxed on an equal 
basis with other residential 
sites. 


Lucero also questioned the 


propriety of Councilman Emery 
participating in a council vote 
from which he would profit. 


He said he would prefer the 


council rescind its decision to 
rezone the land, that he objects 
to a referendum vote because of 
the cost to the city — but that if 
the council "persists," he will 
take the issue to the people. He 
predicted an "easy victory." 


Lucero said he believes it is 


unfair that while the tax on a 


mobile home selling for $10,000 
is about $45 per year, the tax on 
a regular home of comparable 
value is nearly $400. 


He charges that tax revenues 


from mobile homes contribute 
only to elementary and high 
school districts, that home- 
owners are taxed for police and 
fire protection, junior colleges, 
mosquito abatement, and other 
services. 
Mobile home park 


owners and residents, he said, 
will benefit from these and other 
community services for which 
regular home-owners must pay. 


He also pointed out that 


Mobile homes do not meet the 
building code specifications of 
the state of California and ob- 
jects to their being allowed in 
the city. 


Before approving the budget

somewhere," such as federal 
aid. 


Emery also questioned giving 


the city works department 
employees one day sick leave 
per month. 
He charged the 


leave would be abused by the 
employes and indicated the five 
days presently alloted is suf- 
ficient. 


It was pointed out employes 


have not in the past used even 
the five days they now may take, 
and that it is unreasonable to 
assume it will not be used 
properly in the future. 


It was suggested by public 


accountant Otho O'Leary that to 
reduce city overhead, some of 
the men in the public works 
department could be reduced to 
part-time status. He said there 
is a period in the winter when 
the men may not be needed. 


Mayor Joseph Babb con- 


curred. He said that while they 
seem to have a relatively full 
work-load, the matter could be 
looked into this winter to 
determine whether the idea is 
feasible. 


The budget includes a ten

Nature lovers eager to "Follow 
the Golden Eagle to America's 
Great Outdoors" are being told 
by 
embarrassed 
Interior 


Department spokesmen they'll 
have to get along with the old 
fashioned green eagle—the one 
on the dollar bill. 


The Golden Eagle, a bargain 


priced admission ticket to more 
than 3,000 federal recreation 
areas, is grounded waiting for 


the fog to lift in the House of 
Representatives. 


With the vacation season 


already well under way out- 
doorsmen have no choice for the 
time being but to pay as they go, 
shelling out individual fees for 
each day they spend in federal 
parks, forest and preserves. 


For the past five years, 


vacationers have been able to 
purchase for $7 a Golden Eagle 
passport admitting a carload of 
people for unlimited visits to 


national 
recreation 
areas 


throughout a full year. 


Single admissions, on the 


other hand, usually cost about $1 
a day per carload. 


The Golden Eagle covered

The House 
version, which stalled after 


Corning To Ballot On 
Mobile Home Park

The Corning City Council 


Monday evening unanimously 
voted to let Corning residents 
decide by referendum vote if a 
mobile home park should be 
built in the city limits and ap- 
proved a 1970-71 budget for 
$367,583. 


The referendum 
became 


necessary when the council was 
presented a petition signed by 
more than ten percent of the 
town's registered voters ob- 
jecting to an earlier council 
decision to rezone a parcel of 
land in the city to allow a mobile 
home park to be built by 
councilman M.G. Emery and 
Jim Davies. 


That decision met strong 


opposition from Frank T. 
Lucero, a Corning resident and 
Red Bluff elementary school 
teacher, who charged the park 
would not be taxed on an equal 
basis with other residential 
sites. 


Lucero also questioned the 


propriety of Councilman Emery 
participating in a council vote 
from which he would profit. 


He said he would prefer the 


council rescind its decision to 
rezone the land, that he objects 
to a referendum vote bacause of 
the cost to the city — but that if 
the council "persists," he will 
take the issue to the people. He 
predicted an "easy victory." 


Lucero said he believes it is 


unfair that while the tax on a 


mobile home selling for $10,000 
is about $45 per year, the tax on 
a regular home of comparable 
value is nearly $400. 


He charges that tax revenues 


from mobile homes contribute 
only to elementary and high 
school districts, that home- 
owners are taxed for police and 
fire protection, junior colleges, 
mosquito abatement, and other 
services. 
Mobile home park 


owners and residents, he said, 
will benefit from these and other 
community services for which 
regular home-owners must pay. 


He also pointed out that 


Mobile homes do not meet the 
building code specifications of 
the state of California and ob- 
jects to their being allowed in 
the city. 


Before approving the budget 


for the next fiscal year, coun- 
cilman Emery questioned the 
deletion of several items he 
anticipated should have been 
included in the budget. 


It was pointed out to the 


councilman that a $20,542.95 
contingency 
fund provision 


could be used to partially 
finance proposed underground 
wiring for lighting on West 
Solano St., a pumping plant, 
railroad crossing drop arms and 
a new dump. 


The remainder of monies 


necessary for these 
projects 


would supposedly "come from 
somewhere," such as federal 
aid. 


Emery also questioned giving 


the city works department 
employees one day sick leave 
per month. 
He charged the 


leave would be abused by the 
employes and indicated the five 
days presently alloted is suf- 
ficient. 


It was pointed out employes 


have not in the past used even 
the five days they now may take, 
and that it is unreasonable to 
assume it will not be used 
properly in the future. 


It was suggested by public 


accountant Otho O'Leary that to 
reduce city overhead, some of 
the men in the public works 
department could be reduced to 
part-time status. He said there 
is a period in the winter when 
the men may not be needed. 


Mayor Joseph Babb con- 


curred. He said that while they 
seem to have a relatively full 
work-load, the matter could be 
looked into this winter to 
determine whether the idea is 
feasible. 


The budget includes a ten 


percent across-the-board wage 
increase for city employes and 
was increased $10,000 over last 
year's budget. 


In other action the council 


approved resolution

setting tax rates at 31.43 per $100 
of assessed valuation in the city. 


June bills were audited and

The program termed "In- 


terdisciplinary 
Distributive 


Education to Aid Learning," 
(I.D.E.A.L.), was formally 
presented by Murphy to the 
parents of the 30 students who 
are enrolled in it at a special 
orientation meeting recently 
held at the high school. 


I.D.E.A.L. has as its core six 


major divisions: 
real estate, 


insurance, financing and credit, 


general merchandising, ad- 
vertising service and a student 
project. 


It will be taught in a four-hour 


block 
during which 
four 


teachers 
will 
apply 
their 


separate disciplines to the 
vocational division being con- 
centrated upon. 


Allwardt will be teaching 


English, Penner social studies, 
Vargas business, and Miranda 
math. None of the disciplines 
will be taught in the con- 
ventional way. 
Instead, they 


will be directly related to the 
vocational core. 


The students who are par- 


ticipating will all be together 
during the foui hour period, 
which will allow adequate time 
for work-study experience, field 
trips, lengthy projects and, 
perhaps most important, for 
flexibility in covering certain 
forms of material. 


As the students' counselor, 


Kenneth Jeffries, stated, "They 


(the students) don't work and 
think in 50 minute blocks." 


All of the divisions of the core 


will be taught in the junior year. 
However, the last division — the 
student project — leads to the 
senior year course. During the 
junior year the students will 
create a hypothetical bookstore. 
In the senior year they will 
actually establish and operate a 
book store, thus, putting into 
actual practice what they 
learned in their junior year.

Militants Attempt To Justify Violence 
As Means Of Achieving Social Change

WASHINGTON — In recent 


times you hear militants on 
radio and television trying to 
justify the use of violence to 
bring social change. You hear it 
from some quarters of the 
academic world, and even read 
it in books by persons in high 
authority. 


These defenders of violence 


claim they can prove that it can 
be 
exercised 
within 
the 


democratic system to achieve 
justified ends. It is about time 
these arguments were examined 
and refuted, logically. 


These advocates of violence 


say the use thereof brings to the 
forefront social ills and that 
instead of trying to curb the 
violence, efforts should be 
turned onto the ills that produce 
it. 


This argument assumes that 


those advocating violence are in 
some way omniscient, capable 
of deciding for society what is 
good and what is wrong. 


GRANTED, SOCIAL ills may 


bring about violence, it is not an 
easy task to determine which, if 
any, social ills brought a par- 
ticular eruption of violence. And 
if the cause of a particular 
violence is identified, the cure 
may necessarily be a long lone. 
Is violence then to be condoned 
during the whole time it might 
take to cure the ill or right the 
wrong? 


H. Rap Brown said a few 


years ago that "violence is as 
American as cherry pie," and 
this phrase has been echoed as 
justification for violence ever 
since by the immature students 
and others who want revolution. 


Well, even if true, it's a pretty 


slim argument. 
Perhaps 


murder, rape, robbery (read the 
FBI statistics sometime) is' as 
American as cherry pie, but no 


reasonable person argues they 
are justified or desirable. 


Violence was used in the 


American Revolution to pull the 
country away from a tyrannical 
rule, so why shouldn't it be used 
now? 
Advocates of violence 


often advance this line. 


THERE IS a great difference 


between the two situations: The 
American colonists had no 
means of remedying their 
grievances by peaceful con- 
stitutional change. Those ad- 
vocating change today do have 
the recourse of the courts and 
the Constitution to which to 
bring their grievances 
And 


among the built-in means of 
remedying grievances is the 
ballot box — something the 
American settlers did not have. 


Another argument advanced 


for the justification of violence is 
that existing means of dissent 
without violence are inadequate 
What they are really saying is 
that as members of a minority 
viewpoint, they have been 
unable (perhaps because of the 
weakness of their argument) to 
persuade the majority that their 
view is right 


The state itself uses force and 


violence, so why should not 
segments of the population be 
allowed to do the same? This 
line has been advanced by those 
who would justify student 
violence because American 
troops are using violence in 
Vietnam. 


This argument does not hold 


water. No civilized country can 
endure without state authority 
— authority to protect itself 
from enemies without and 
enemies within. It is absurd to 
say that each member of society 
should individually have this 
authority. 


THE DISSIDENTS say that 


violence and the threat of 


violence have proven the most 
effective means of bringing 
about social reform. 
This 


assertion does not withstand the 
test of history 


India won independence, not 


by the exercise of violence, but 
through the non-violent politics 
of Ghandi. Martin Luther King 
has won more gains of Civil 
Rights in this country than has 
all the advocates of violence put 
together. 


In a democratic society where 


there are numerous means of 
changing conditions — con- 
stitutional guarantees, 
the 


courts, and the ballot box — 


there can be no way to justify 
violence and make it legitimate 
for it is contrary to democracy 
itself. 
Violence breeds more 


violence. 
It is immoral in a 


democratic society, and it is 
counter-productive. 


This is being born out in 


America today: When students 
or others resort to violence, it 
produces violence from the 
najority against them. 
And 


every time such violent episodes 
occur, it tends to polarize 
opinion more and drive more 
and more people into the op- 
posing camp, and is therefore 
counter-productive. 


Atmospheric Change 
Seen New Jet Danger

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


congressional critic of the 
Supersonic transport says a 
secret Boeing Co. study predicts 
that regular SST operations will 
produce atmospheric changes 
that could alter the climate. 


Rep Henry S. Reuss, D-Wis., 


says the study concludes that 
water vapor placed in the upper 
atmosphere by the SST will 
result in increased cloud for- 
mation that could significantly 
decrease the earth's tem- 
perature. 


It also predicts that the added 


water vapor would destroy part 
of the ozone in the upper air, 
decreasing the capacity of the 
atmosphere to shield the earth 
from potentially dangerous 
ultraviolet radiation, Reuss said 
in a statement Saturday. 


Reuss said the study was 


prepared by top scientists at 
Boeing, 
the 
aircraft 


manufacturing firm that is 
making the air frame for the 
government-sponsored SST. 


Despite the study, Reuss said, 


the 
Department 
of Tran- 


sportation told Congress two 
weeks ago there was no scien- 
tific support for suggestions that 
the SST would pollute the upper 
atmosphere. 


"It is even more curious," 


Reuss said, "that the Boeing Co. 
in a pamphlet delivered to all 
congressmen on May 19, should 
have asserted "there is no 
known technical 
basis or

WASHINGTON — In recent 


times you hear militants on 
radio and television trying to 
justify the use of violence to 
bring social change. You hear it 
from 
some quarters of the 


academic world, and even read 
it in books by persons in high 
authority. 


These defenders of violence 


claim they can prove that it can 
be 
exercised 
within 
the 


democratic system to achieve 
justified ends. It is about time 
these arguments were examined 
and refuted, logically. 


These advocates of violence 


say the use thereof brings to the 
forefront s<x;i8) ills and that 
instead of trying to curb the 
violence, efforts should be 
turned onto the ills that produce 
it. 


This argument assumes that 


those advocating violence are in 
some way omniscient, capable 
of deciding for society what is 
good and what is wrong. 


GRANTED, SOCIAL ills may 


bring about violence, it is not an 
easy task to determine which, if 
any, social ills brought a par- 
ticular eruption of violence. And 
if the cause of a particular 
violence is identified, the cure 
may necessarily be a long lone. 
Is violence then to be condoned 
during the whole time it might 
take to cure the il! or right the 
wrong? 


H. Rap Brown said a few 


years ago that "violence is as 
American as cherry pie," and 
this phrase has been echoed as 
justification for violence ever 
since by the immature students 
and others who want revolution 


Well, even if true, it's a pretty 


slim argument 
Perhaps 


murder, rape, robbery (read the 
FBI statistics sometime) is- as 
American as cherry c>ie, but no 


reasonable person argues they 
are justified or desira'jle. 


Violence was used in the 


American Revolution to pull the 
country away from a tyrannical 
rule, so why shouldn't it be used 
now7 
Advocates of violence 


often advance this line 


THERE IS a great difference 


between the two situations- The 
American colonists had no 
means of remedying their 
grievances by peaceful con- 
stitutional change 
Those ad- 


vocating change today do have 
the recourse of the courts and 
the Constitution to which to 
bring their grievances. 
And 


among the built-in means of 
remedying grievances is the 
ballot box — something the 
American settlers did not have. 


Another argument advanced 


for the justification of violence is 
that existing means of dissent 
without violence are inadequate 
What they are really saying is 
that as members of a minority 
viewpoint, they have been 
unable (perhaps because of the 
weakness of their argument) to 
persuade the majority that their 
view is right. 


The state itself uses force and 


violence, so why should not 
segments of the population be 
allowed to do the same? This 
line has been advanced by those 
who would justify student 
violence because American 
troops are using violence in 
Vietnam. 


This argument does not hold 


water. No civilized country can 
endure without state authority 
— authority to protect itself 
from enemies without and 
enemies within. It is absurd to 
say that each member of society 
should individually have this 
authority. 


THE DISSIDENTS say that 


violence and the threat of 


violence have proven the most 
effective means 
of bringing 


about social reform 
This 


assertion does not withstand the 
test of history. 


India won independence, not 


by the exercise of violence, but 
through the non-violent politics 
of Ghandi. Martin Luther King 
has won more gains of Civil 
Rights in this country than has 
all the advocates of violence put 
together 


In a democratic society where 


there are numerous means of 
changing conditions — con- 
stitutional guarantees, the 
courts, and the ballot box — 


there can be no way to justify 
violence and make it legitimate 
for it is contrary to democracy 
itself. 
Violence breeds more 


violence 
It is immoral in a 


democratic society, and it is 
counter-productive. 


This is being born out in 


America today When students 
or others resort to violence, it 
produces violence from the 
najority against them 
And 


every time such violent episodes 
occur, it tends to polarize 
opinion more and drive more 
and more people into the op- 
posing camp, and is therefore 
counter-productive.

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A Problem We Must Solve 


There is bitter protest among some of the militant Negroes and 
other dissident groups over intentional use by the administration of 
unemployment to curb inflation. It is probably attacked more 
bitterly now because it has been spoken of openly as a tool to “cool 
the economy.” Actually, it is not new, of course. Periods of 
widespread unemployment have always followed periods of 
economic activity in boom and bust pattern. Up to now, it has been 
a weakness — probably the principal weakness — of our free en­ 
terprise system. It is a problem we must solve. 


When the great depression of the late 20’s and early 30’s threw 
millions out of work, closed business enterprises, brought prices 
tumbling down and filled warehouses with unsaleable goods in the 
midst of great privation, the administration of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt resorted to government controls to “prime the pump,” 
and start the wheels of industry once more. The measures were 
widely hailed at the time, and a grateful nation returned Roosevelt 
to the Presidency for an unprecedented four terms. There were 
some, however, who opposed any type of government control from 
the start. They insisted it was not necessary. Most of the controls 
have been removed now, but not all, and the argument goes on. 
moreover, it’s apparent for all to see that we do not have the 
economy on even keel. 


There are a lot of answers proposed. Some would return to 
more controls, some would discard those we have. 
And the 
Marxists declare we can never make an unplanned economy work 
in an industrialized society. No doubt those who call for govern­ 
ment controls, agree at least in part with the Marxist analysis. But 
most shun the Marxist answer. 


There is serious danger, though, that more and more 
Americans — particularly those at the bottom of the economic 
structure —- will turn to the Marxist answer if we cannot find some 
way to keep prices from running away other than by throwing 
people out of work. 
Particularly will it be that way if we 
deliberately throw them out of work and then begrudge them 
welfare payments commensurate with the standard of living of 
which the nation is capable.

Reached by telephone in 
Blacksburg, Va., Lucas refused 
to discuss his stock holdings. He 
said any comment by him would 
be “presumptous” because the 
Senate Interior Committee was 
examing his assets. 
Lucas also has done con­ 
siderable consulting for the coal 
industry which, while not 
unusual for a professor, lends 
credence to his critics’ charge 
that he is too close to corporate 
management to be an impartial 
enforcer of the tough new coal 
mine safety law. 
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COMPETENCE QUESTIONED 
Meanwhile, 
two 
former 
students of Lucas have informed 
this column that they felt him to 
be so poorly prepared that they 
considered approaching the 
university administration to ask 
that he be fired. 
The students, John Patterson 
and Floyd Nelson, studied 
mining under Lucas while un­ 
dergraduates at Ohio State 
University where Lucas headed 
the 
mining 
engineering 
department from 1966-1961. 
“He just didn’t know mining,” 
Nelson said. 
“ He was a 
mathematician 
masquerading 
as a mining professor We were 
getting a bunch of formulas 
rather than anything fun­ 
damental about mining. I 
thought he was grossly in­ 
competent.” 
Patterson, now a mining 
professor 
at 
Iowa 
State 
University, said “We felt that 
the fellow was less than com­ 
petent He was covering his 
tracks. We felt that he was very 
sly and that the materials he 
presented on the boards was at a 
lower level than even the fun­ 
damental courses we had 
already had.” 
However, they were dissuaded 
by another member of the 
faculty who said that such a 
move would undoubtedly fail 
unless they could establish 
moral turpitude on Lucas’s part 
Patterson added that most of 
Lucas's students seemed to like 


him because he was a pleasant, 
personable man who generally 
gave out high grades. 
After leaving Ohio State, 
Lucas went to VPI. He obtained 
his doctorate from Columbia 
University in 1965, then returned 
to VPI to head the mining 
department. 


PLAGIARISM DENIED 
When the Bureau of Mines job 
became open in 1965, Lucas was 
considered for the post but was 
rejected because of an FBI 
report containing allegations 
that he plagiarized part of the 
work on his doctoral thesis. 
Although White House aide 
Harry Fleming has confirmed 
that the charge of plagiarism 
appeared in the report, this 
column has been unable to find 
any evidence to substantiate It. 
Dr. A. H. Lindley, who was 
Lucas’s thesis advisor and the 
man most familiar with the 
work, said he was “ flab­ 
bergasted” at hearing of the 
allegation and was absolutely 
convinced that Lucas’s work 
was original. 
The Senate Interior Com­ 
mittee is holding up Lucas’s 
confirmation until the charge of 
plagiarism 
is 
thoroughly 
checked. His mining interests, 
presumably, 
will 
also 
be 
examined. 
The committee is showing 
little interest, however, in the 
more important issue of whether 
Lucas is qualified by tem­ 
perament and background to 
take over the Mines Bureau at 
perhaps the most crucial junc­ 
ture in its history. 
The 
enactment 
of 
the 
stringent, new health and safety 
law and the firing of the capable 
John F. O’Leary as bureau chief 
has literally plunged the bureau 
into chaos. 
Enforcement of the law has 
been a peculiar mixture of 
overzealous strictness and total 
non-enforcement. Enormous 
pressures are building up on 
both sides, with the coal in­ 
dustry seeking to soft-pedal the 
new law and a handful of 
Congressmen pushing for its 
strict enforcement. 
Lucas, a kindly, obsequious 
man who makes no secret of his 
passionate identification with 
the coal industry, will need a 
strong administrative hand if 
the bureau is to be rescued from 
its present plight

NEW YORK (AP) — Was it a 


mischievous Greek named Pan 
who brought about that recent 
plunge in the stock market?

Pan for scattering the nymphs 
of Wall Street? We use his name 
regularly in the vocabulary of 
business, 
but sometimes we 


forget the fellow is an influence 
too. 


In hopes that it will help 


workers, employers, financiers, 
investors and others find their 
bearings in these confused days, 
herewith is a list of words they 
commonly use without much 
thought as to their origins. 


The meanings were checked 


by etymologists at Merriam- 
Webster, publishers of the Third 
New International Dictionary. 


COMPANY. 
It 
means 


breaking bread together. 
Company and companion have 
the same derivation, from the 
Latin 
com, 
which 
means 


"with," and panis, which means 
"bread." 


If you share bread with 


another you generally are in his 
company for some time. Un- 
derstandably, this once meant 
that you enjoyed the other's 
company. 
Today, with some 


workers feeling they are paid in 
crumbs, it isn't always so. 


MANUFACTURE. Curiously, 


this word has a meaning that 
contradicts the original. 
It 


means, literally, "a making by 
hand." It comes from the Latin 
manus, or "hand," and facere, 
"to make." 


The word now suggests 


machinery, although some 
corporate officers, viewing 
reports of falling productivity, 
are likely to charge union 
leaders with adhering to the 
literal definition. 


BRIBE. This word started out 


well, but it's been all downhill 
since. It meant an honest scrap 
of bread, but it has degenerated 
morally. It comes from the Late 
Latin word, briba. 
When it 


came into the Fnglish language 
it meant "a gift begged," then 
"a present." Now it's a present 
meant to corrupt a person.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Theft 
of government securities has 
become so widespread that 
some insurance firms have 
balked 
at 
covering 
U.S. 
Treasury bonds, the Federal 
Reserve Board says. 
Losses reached $20 million 
last year for banks in New York 
City 
alone. 
Wall 
Street 
brokerage firms were hit hard 
also, the board said. 
The FBI, keeper of the only 
full list of which securities are 
stolen, won’t make its data 
available to banks that may be 
confronted with a suspicious 
bond, the board told Congress. 
The report was sent privately 
from the Federal Reserve Board 
to a House investigating sub­ 
committee. A copy was obtained 
by the Associated Press. 
The board made no mention of 
Mafia involvement in the rash of 
thefts from the multibillion- 
dollar flow on Wall Street of 
Treasury bills, bonds and notes 
— each a type of loan to the 
government that can be cashed 
in or sold. 
But it said insurance firms 


have been hiking their fees for 
covering the government bonds 
in Wall Street hands since last 
fall and, in several cases, have 
refused to furnish any more 
protection. 
The theft losses last year were 
substantially higher than any 
other year in history, the report 
said. 
Many Treasury bills are 
payable to the bearer and can be 
cashed easily. Other stolen 
securities have been used as 
collateral to get loans at banks 
ranging from Miami, Fla., to a 
small town in central Penn­ 
sylvania. Still other stolen bonds 
are carried overseas for sale. 
The FBI has a computerized 
list of stolen securities, but it 
will give out the information 
only to police agencies and not to 
banks, the board said. 
The report recommended the 
FBI data be made available 
directly to banks, brokers and 
other financial firms. If this 
can’t be done, it said some other 
federal agency should start 
keeping a computerized check­ 
list of the stolen government 
bonds

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A Problem We Musf Solve 


There is bitter protest among some of the militant Negroes and 


other dissident groups over intentional use by the administration of 
unemployment to curb inflation. It is probably attacked more 
bitterly now because it has been spoken of openly as a tool to "cool 
the economy." Actually, it is not new, of course Periods of 
widespread unemployment have always followed periods of 
economic activity in boom and bust pattern. Up to now, it has been 
a weakness — probably the principal weakness — of our free en- 
terprise system. It is a problem we must solve 


When the great depression of the late 20's and early 30's threw 


millions out of work, closed business enterprises, brought prices 
tumbling down and filled warehouses with unsaleable goods in the 
midst of great privation, the administration of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt resorted to government controls to "prime the pump," 
and start the wheels of industry once more. The measures were 
widely hailed at the time, and a grateful nation returned Roosevelt 
to the Presidency for an unprecedented four terms. There were 
some, however, who opposed any type of government control from 
the start. They insisted it was not necessary. Most of the controls 
have been removed now, but not all, and the argument goes on. 
moreover, it's apparent for all to see that we do not have the 
economy on even keel. 


There are a lot of answers proposed. Some would return to 


more controls, some would discard those we have. 
And the 


Marxists declare we can never make an unplanned economy work 
in an industrialized society. No doubt those who call for govern- 
ment controls, agree at least in part with the Marxist analysis. But 
most shun the Marxist answer. 


There is serious danger, though, that more and more 


Americans — particularly those at the bottom of the economic 
structure — will turn to the Marxist answer if we cannot find some 
way to keep prices from running away other than by throwing 
people out of work. Particularly will it be that way if we 
deliberately throw them out of work and then begrudge them 
welfare payments commensurate with the standard of living of 
which the nation is capable. 


Wouldn 'f Attempt Impossible 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — If airline flight crews had no voice link 


with passenger compartment and were sealed off by armor plate, 
airline hijackings would cease, two air saiety experts predict. Maj. 
Robert A. Picard, an Air Force safety officer, and Chaytor D. 
Mason, an associate professor at the University of Southern 
California, say that under these conditions "no hijacker would 
attempt the impossible." 


Without communications link there would be no way to 


threaten the flight crew, the two men said, and the armored wall 
with an unf orceable door would protect them from any harm. 


In the case of extreme emergencies stewardesses could signal 


with a bell, they added. One ring would mean "Land as soon as 
safely practicable" and two rings would indicate "situation again 
in control." With this system, the two men said, all a hijacker could 
expect would be to land at the nearest available airport.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


A Fat Stock Portfolio 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon's nominee to head the 
troubled Bureau of Mines has 
extensive stock holdings in the 
mining industry which he will be 
responsible for regulating if his 
appointment is confirmed by the 
Senate 


The nominee, Prof. J Richard 


Lucas of Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute, has a fat, $205,000 
stock portfolio. His holdings 
include $144,000 worth of Union 
Miniere de Haul Katanga and 
$25,000 worth of International 
Mineral and Chemical. 


Union Miniere is the con- 


troversial, 
Brussels-based 


copper mining company whose 
properties in the Congo were 
siezed by the government in 1967 
after the company had sup- 
ported the secession of Katanga 
from the Congo The Congolese 
authorities also charged that 
Union Miniere had been ex- 
tracting profits 20 times the size 
of its capital investment 


International Mineral and 


Chemical is an Illinois-based 
firm which owns phosphate, 
potash and feldspar mines in 
Florida, New Mexico, Wyoming, 
Mississippi and Canada. 


Reached by telephone in 


Blacksburg, Va., Lucas refused 
to discuss his stock holdings. He 
said any comment by him would 
be "presumptous" because the 
Senate Interior Committee was 
exam ing his assets. 


Lucas also has done con- 


siderable consulting for the coal 
industry which, while not 
unusual for a professor, lends 
credence to his critics' charge 
that he is too close to corporate 
management to be an impartial 
enforcer of the tough new coal 
mine safety law. 


COMPETENCE QUESTIONED 


Meanwhile, 
two 
former 


students of Lucas have informed 
this column that they felt him to 
be so poorly prepared that they 
considered approaching the 
university administration to ask 
that he be fired. 


The students, John Patterson 


and Floyd Nelson, studied 
mining under Lucas while un- 
dergraduates at Ohio State 
University where Lucas headed 
the 
mining 
engineering 


department from 1956-1961. 


"He just didn't know mining," 


Nelson said. "He was a 
mathematician 
masquerading 


as a mining professor. We were 
getting a bunch of formulas 
rather than anything fun- 
damental about mining. I 
thought he was grossly in- 
competent." 


Patterson, now a mining 


professor 
at 
Iowa 
State 


University, said: "We felt that 
the fellow was less than com- 
petent. He was covering his 
tracks. We felt that he was very 
sly and that the materials he 
presented on the boards was at a 
lower level than even the fun- 
damental courses we had 
already had." 


However, they were dissuaded 


by another member of the 
faculty who said that such a 
move would undoubtedly fail 
unless they could establish 
moral turpitude on Lucas's part 


Patterson added that most of 


Lucas's students seemed to like 


him because he was a pleasant, 
personable man who generally 
gave out high grades. 


After leaving Ohio State, 


Lucas went to VPI. He obtained 
his doctorate from Columbia 
University in 1965, then returned 
to VPI to head the mining 
department. 


PLAGIARISM DENIED 


When the Bureau of Mines job 


became open in 1965, Lucas was 
considered for the post but was 
rejected because of an FBI 
report containing allegations 
that he plagiarized part of the 
work on his doctoral thesis. 


Although White House aide 


Harry Fleming has confirmed 
that the charge of plagiarism 
appeared in the report, this 
column has been unable to find 
any evidence to substantiate it. 


Dr. A. H. Lindley, who was 


Lucas's thesis advisor and the 
man most familiar with the 
work, said he was "flab- 
bergasted" at Hearing of the 
allegation and was absolutely 
convinced that Lucas's work 
was original. 


The Senate Interior Com- 


mittee is holding up Lucas's 
confirmation until the charge of 
plagiarism 
is 
thoroughly 


checked. His mining interests, 
presumably, will also be 
examined. 


The committee is showing 


little interest, however, in the 
more important issue of whether 
Lucas is qualified by tem- 
perament and background to 
take over the Mines Bureau at 
perhaps the most crucial junc- 
ture in its history. 


The 
enactment 
of 
the 


stringent, new health and safety 
law and the firing of the capable 
John F. O'Leary as bureau chief 
has literally plunged the bureau 
into chaos. 


Enforcement of the law has 


been a peculiar mixture of 
overzealous strictness and total 
non-enforcement. Enormous 
pressures are building up on 
both sides, with the coal in- 
dustry seeking to soft-pedal the 
new law and a handful of 
Congressmen pushing for its 
strict enforcement. 


Lucas, a kindly, obsequious 


man who makes no secret of his 
passionate identification with 
the coal industry, will need a 
strong administrative hand if 
the bureau is to be rescued from 
its present plight.

The motion by Senators 


Church and Cooper to deny 
funds after July l to pay for any 
American mUitary 
personnel 


engaged in Cambodia should be 
viewed in two lights. The first is 
military-political, the second is 
constitutional-political. Con- 
cerning the motion, a few ob- 
servations: 


1. As a practical matter, it 


would be very difficult to en- 
force. If, let us say, an American 
air force pilot, diving down to hit 
an anti-aircraft unit, finds 
himself suddenly across the 
border into Cambodia, what is 
he expected to do? Carry 
Richard 
Nixon's 
personal 


Diner's Card, and charge the 
sortie to him? 


Or, what if an American 


airplane were shot down, and 
the pilot was wafted by the 
winds 
into 
Cambodian 


territory? What of the ensuing 
rescue 
operation? 
Does 


Congress understand that such 
an operation would be excluded? 
Is it proposed to clarify the 
legislation at least to cover such 
contingencies as these? 


And 
assuming 
such 


clarifications are forthcoming, 
what if such a situation as 
recently developed were to 
develop again? Is it Congress's 
intention to take over the 
responsibilities of the com- 
mander-m-chief? Is Congress 
proposing to do anything less 
than that, by asking Nixon to 
observe rigidly a political 
frontier which the enemy treats 
as pure geographical fiction'' A 
frontier, moreover, which in this 
case borders on a country whose 
government is volubly indebted 
to the United States for taking 
such measures as we have 
taken, which have incidentally 
shored 
up that 
country's 


sovereignty? 


2. On the other hand, Congress 


is engaged in self-assertion, and 
that is good, after a generation 
or two of creeping executive 
supremacy. 
FDR, while 


promising that our boys would 
never fight m foreign "wahs", 
moved about American soldiers, 
sailors, 
marines, 
tanks, 


destroyers, and airplanes, as 
though he were playing once 
again with his toy army at Hyde 
Park. Harry Truman asked us to 
subscribe to the fiction that in 
Korea what we were engaged in 
was a "police action." Dwight 
Eisenhower landed American 
military units in Lebanon 
without 
once 
telephoning 


Senator Fulbnght. President 


Kennedy brought the country to 
the brink of war by delivering an 
ultimatum to the Soviet Union 
over Cuba, 18 months after 
presiding over an elaborate 
fiasco at the Bay of Pigs, which 
had originally been planned 
under the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration. No wonder that 
Congress is reawakening, as it 
ought to do, to the primary 
responsibility it has for military 
activity. 


3. The stumbling block, of 


course, is the old-fashioned 
"declaration of war." Granted 
that the President of the United 
States has deployed American 
troops abroad, on many oc- 
casions engaging them in 
military activity, well over one 
hundred times in the short 
history of the republic without 
the sanction of a declaration of 
war. Still, it is hard to compare 
any of these with the Korean and 
the South Vietnamese wars. 


Critics of our actions in South 


Vietnam will report gleefully 
that the reason the President 
does noi ask for a declaration of 
war is because he knows that he 
cannot get a declaration of war. 
Backers of the Vietnamese 
action will reply that if Lyndon 
Johnson had asked for a 
declaration of war late in 1964 or 
early in 1965, he would most 
certainly have gotten such a 
declaration, 
overwhelmingly. 


But he didn't ask for it, and 
Congress didn't urge him to ask 
for it, because both parties fear, 
in an atomic age, military 
total ism. To wage war is fully to 
commit oneself, and fully to 
commit oneself against Hanoi is 
something we are not prepared 
to do, for reasons that strike 
most people as obvious. 


This is the tortured anvil on 


which we are trying to shape a 
coherent policy. The problem is 
that attitudes shaped ex- 
clusively by the Vietnam War 
and the Cambodian venture are 
inflaming congressmen and 
senators to act on an issue that 
requires principled action. In 
the confusion, preposterous 
things could happen — im- 
peachment proceedings could 
result, constitutional stalemates 
are even possible. In the shoals 
of the Cooper-Church proposal, 
grave national disasters could 
happen. 


So that notwithstanding one's 


strategic desire to limit the 
authority of the executive, it 
does not make sense to start 
doing so by voting for this bill of 
attainder against Richard Nixon 
and Cambodia.

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A Problem We Must Solve 


There is bitter protest among some of the militant Negroes and 


other dissident groups over intentional use by the administration of 
unemployment to curb inflation. It is probably attacked more 
bitterly now because it has been spoken of openly as a tool to "cool 
the economy " Actually, it is not new, of course. Periods of 
widespread unemployment have always folia-wed periods of 
economic activity in boom and bust pattern. Up to now, it has been 
a weakness — probably the principal weakness — of our free en- 
terprise system. It is a problem we must solve. 


When the great depression of the late 20's and early 30's threw 


millions out of work, closed business enterprises, brought prices 
tumbling down and filled warehouses with unsaleable goods in the 
midst of great privation, the administration of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt resorted to government controls to "prime the pump," 
and start tht wheels of industry once more. The measures were 
widely hailed at the time, and a grateful nation returned Roosevelt 
to the Presidency for an unprecedented four terms. There were 
some, however, who opposed any type of government control from 
the start. They insisted it was not necessary. Most of the controls 
have been removed now, but not all, and the argument goes on. 
moreover, it's apparent for all to see that we do not have the 
economy on even keel. 


There are a lot of answers proposed. Some wouW return to 


more controls, some would discard those we have. 
And the 


Marxists declare we can never make an unplanned economy work 
in an industrialized society. No doubt those who call for govern- 
ment controls, agree at least in part with the Marxist analysis. But 
most shun the Marxist answer. 


There is serious danger, though, that more and more 


Americans — particularly those at the bottom of the economic 
Structure — will turn to the Marxist answer if we cannot find some 
way to keep prices from running away other than by throwing 
people out of work.. Particularly will it be that way if we 
deliberately throw them out of work and then begrudge them 
welfare payments commensurate with the standard of living of 
which the nation is capable.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — If airline flight crews had no voice link 


with passenger compartment and were sealed off by armor plate, 
airline hijackings would cease, two air safety experts predict. Maj.

Reached by telephone in 


Blacksburg, Va., Lucas refused 
to discuss his stock holdings. He 
said any comment by him would 
be "presumptous" because the 
Senate Interior Committee was 
examing his assets. 


Lucas also has done con- 


siderable consulting for the coal 
industry which, while not 
unusual for a professor, lends 
credence to his critics' charge 
that he is too close to corporate 
management to be an impartial 
enforcer of the tough new coal 
mine safety law 


COMPETENCE QUESTIONED 


Meanwhile, 
two 
former 


students of Lucas have informed 
this column that they felt him to 
be so poorly prepared that they 
considered approaching the 
university administration to ask 
that he be fired. 


The students, John Patterson 


and Floyd Nelson, studied 
mining under Lucas while un- 
dergraduates at Ohio State 
University where Lucas headed 
the 
mining 
engineering 


department from 1956-1961. 


"He just didn't know mining," 


Nelson said. "He was a 
mathematician 
masquerading 


as a mining professor We were 
getting a bunch of formulas 
rather 
than anything fun- 


damental about mining. I 
thought he was grossly in- 
competent." 


Patterson, now a mining 


professor 
at 
Iowa 
State 


University, said: "We felt that 
the fellow was less than com- 
petent. He was covering his 
tracks. We felt that he was very 
sly and that the materials he 
presented on the boards was at a 
lower level than even the fun- 
damental courses we had 
already had " 


However, they were dissuaded 


by another member of the 
faculty who said that such a 
move would undoubtedly fail 
unless they could establish 
moral turpitude on Lucas's part. 


Patterson added that most of 


Lucas's students seemed to like 


him because he was a pleasant, 
personable man who generally 
gave out high grades. 


After leaving Ohio State, 


Lucas went to VPI. He obtained 
his doctorate from Columbia 
University in 1965, then returned 
to VPI to head the mining 
department. 


PLAGIARISM DENIED 


When the Bureau of Mines job 


became open in 1965, Lucas was 
considered for the post but was 
rejected because of an FBI 
report containing allegations 
that he plagiarized part of the 
work on his doctoral thesis. 


Although White House aide 


Harry Fleming has confirmed 
that the charge of plagiarism 
appeared in the report, this 
column has been unable to find 
any evidence to substantiate it. 


Dr. A. H. Lindley, who was 


Lucas's thesis ad\isor and the 
man most familiar with the 
work, said he was "flab- 
bergasted" at hearing of the 
allegation and was absolutely 
convinced that Lucas's work 
was original. 


The Senate Interior Com- 


mittee is holding up Lucas's 
confirmation until the charge of 
plagiarism 
is 
thoroughly 


checked. His mining interests, 
presumably, will also be 
examined. 


The committee is showing 


little interest, however, in the 
more important issue of whether 
Lucas is qualified by tem- 
perament and background to 
take over the Mines Bureau at 
perhaps the most crucial junc- 
ture in its history.

John F. O'Leary as bureau chief 
has literally plunged the bureau 
into chaos. 


Enforcement of the law has

On Church-Cooper

The motion by Senators 


Church and Cooper to deny 
funds after July i to pay for any 
American military 
personnel 


engaged in Cambodia should be 
viewed in two lights. The first is 
military-political, the second is 
constitutional-political. Con- 
cerning the motion, a few ob- 
servations: 


1. As a practical matter, it 


would be very difficult to en- 
force. If, let us say, an American 
air force pilot, diving down to hit 
an anti-aircraft unit, finds 
himself suddenly across the 
border into Cambodia, what is 
he expected to do? Carry 
Richard 
Nixon's 
personal 


Diner's Card, and charge the 
sortie to him? 


Or. what if an American 


airplane were shot down, and 
the pilot was wafted by the 
winds 
into 
Cambodian 


territory? What of the ensuing 
rescue 
operation? 
Does 


Congress understand that such 
an operation would be excluded? 
Is it proposed to clarify the 
legislation at least to cover such 
contingencies as these? 


And 
assuming 
such 


clarifications are forthcoming, 
what if such a situation as 
recently developed were to 
develop again? Is it Congress's 
intention to take over the 
responsibilities of the com- 
mander-in-chief? Is Congress 
proposing to do anything less 
than that, by asking Nixon to 
observe rigidly a political 
frontier which the enemy treats 
as pure geographical fiction? A 
frontier, moreover, which in this 
case borders on a country whose 
government is volubly indebted 
to the United States for taking 
such measures as we have 
taken, which have incidentally 
shored 
up that 
country's 


sovereignty? 


2. On the other hand. Congress 


is engaged in self-assertion, and 
that is good, after a generation 
or two of creeping executive 
supremacy. 
FDR, while 


promising that our boys would 
never fight in foreign "wahs", 
moved about American soldiers, 
sailors, 
marines, 
tanks, 


destroyers, and airplanes, as 
though he were playing once 
again with his toy army at Hyde 
Park Harry Truman asked us to 
subscribe to the fiction that in 
Korea what we were engaged in 
was a "police action." Dwight 
Eisenhower landed American 
military units in Lebanon 
without 
once telephoning 


Senator Fulbright President 


Kennedy brought the country to 
the brink of war by delivering an 
ultimatum to the Soviet Union 
over Cuba, 18 months after 
presiding over an elaborate 
fiasco at the Bay of Pigs, which 
had originally been planned 
under the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration. No wonder that 
Congress is reawakening, as it 
ought to do, to the primary 
responsibility it has for military 
activity. 


3. The stumbling block, of 


course, is the old-fashioned 
"declaration of war." Granted 
that the President of the United 
States has deployed American 
troops abroad, on many oc- 
casions engaging them in 
military activity, well over one 
hundred times in the short 
history of the republic without 
the sanction of a declaration of 
war. Still, it is hard to compare 
any of these with the Korean and 
the South Vietnamese wars. 


Critics of our actions in South 


Vietnam will report gleefully 
that the reason the President 
does not ask for a declaration of 
war is because he knows that he 
cannot get a declaration of war. 
Backers of the Vietnamese 
action will reply that if Lyndon 
Johnson had asked for a 
declaration of war late in 1964 or 
early in 1965, he would most 
certainly have gotten such a 
declaration, 
overwhelmingly. 


But he didn't ask for it, and 
Congress didn't urge him to ask 
for it, because both parties fear, 
in an atomic age, military 
totalism. To wage war is fully to 
commit oneself, and fully to 
commit oneself against Hanoi is 
something we are not prepared 
to do, for reasons that strike 
most people as obvious. 


This is the tortured anvil on 


which we are trying to shape a 
coherent policy. The problem is 
that attitudes shaped ex- 
clusively by the Vietnam War 
and the Cambodian venture are 
inflaming congressmen and 
senators to act on an issue that 
requires principled action. In 
the confusion, preposterous 
things could happen — im- 
peachment proceedings could 
result, constitutional stalemates 
are even possible. In the shoals 
of the Cooper-Church proposal, 
grave national disasters could 
happen. 


So that notwithstanding one's 


strategic desire to limit the 
authority of the executive, it 
does not make sense to start 
doing so by voting for this bill of 
attainder against Richard Nixon 
and Cambodia.

psychotic personality In fact, 
great injustice can be done to 
people who are Indiscriminate- 
ly chosen bv "tome of these 
groups whose single purpose 
seems to be to extract a vast 
amount of money under the 
guise of "psychotherapy." 


I do not know if the Amer- 


ican Medical Association spon- 
sors or endorses any of these 
groups. I do know that many 
departments of psychiatry at 
universities a n d 
m e d i c a l 


schools sponsor these groups 
and endorse their value for 


carefully selected people. 


People in all walks of life 


who have taken part in these 
encounter sessions have bene- 
fited enormously by getting 
rid of p e r s o n a l prejudices, 
fixed attitudes and rigid be- 
havior problems by the better 
insight they gain through the 
intimacy of these groups. 


Many of us are burdened by 


layers and l a y e r s of fixed 
ideas that prevent us from ex- 
panding and honestly under- 
standing the people whom we 
must live with in our daily 
activities. T a l k i n g out our 
problems under the guidance 
of trained leaders gives a bet- 
ter 
awareness of our own 


emotions and how WP affect 
those who surround us.

General Practice in Oregon 
has sponsored an encounter 
group especially for doctors 
Many interesting aspects of 
the lives of doctors and their 
relationship to patients came 
to the surface These, I am 
certain, will be mutually bene- 
ficial to the doctor, to his pa- 
tients and to the important 
i elationship of trust and de- 
votion.

are sometimes known as T 
g i o u p s. Advertisements ap- 
pear in newspapers all over 
the country inviting people to 
join.
